of his career.” 


Tillm an followed Platt, contending that 
ihc policy of the present administration 
w as that m ight is right. “It is,” he said, 
“the doctrine of the w olf in Aesop’s fable 
ti'iat whether a stream runs up or down, 
I am' above you and I w ant you for sup­ 
per.” 
H e declared our course ha Pan­ 
ama to be “sim ply gredey and dirty.” 
Teller announced his intention to vote 
against the treaty, because it had been 
, negotiated with a combination of men who 
had no right to m ake it; if the treaty 
should be ratified he would accept it as 
the law of titv/*land, but until that w as 
c^onc he should exercise his right as sen­ 
ator to oppose it even though he thereby, 
thould win executive disfavor.

wooden w alls and roof, setting them on 
lire at the .same time.

the pipes flooded the floor to the depth of 
a couple of feet, makinli escape difTlcult 
for the injured.

SAFE STOLEN 


A HOLD UP ON THE SOUTU- 
KUN PA CIFIC. 


R eport Say.s Safe Contained 
$80,000 — Express Company 
Claims Contents were of liittle 
Value—Oilicers A fter Robbers 


THE POSTAL TRIAL 


Postollice Inspectors Accused of 
Approaching W itnesses—In­ 
teresting Incident in 
the T rial. 


San Francisco, Jan. 21.—New s has been 
received at the office of the Southern Pa­ 
cific railroad that the second .section of 
the Sunset limited had been held up by 
robber« between Paso Robles and San 
Ardo. The bandits threw a 200-pound safe 
from the expre.ss car and looted a num­ 
ber of mail bags. 
It is not known how 
booty they secured. Theengineer, the re­ 
port says, pulled up at sight of a red 
light displayed as a danger signal when 
the trainmen were overpowered b>- the 
robbers and forced an entrance into the 
express and mail mars. 


San Luis Obispo, Cala., Jan. 21.—The 
safe stolen from an express car of the 
Southern Pacific railroad w as found to day 
in the rouhg lands alongside the track. 
It had been rifled of everything except a 
valuable diamond and som e valuable pa- 
ers. 
The W ells-Fargo officers say that 
there were but two safes on the train, one 
of which is locked at New' Orleans, the 
other being a depository for local valua­ 
bles, which they assert seldom contains 
more than $15,000. 
It w as the latter that 
was stolen. 
A man’s hat was found in 
the vicinity of the stolen safe to day. A f 
ter the robbery a man bought a hat from 
a section man and on arrival of the south 
bound train this afternoon w as arrested 
and Identified by the section man. 
It is 
believed one of the robbers has been cap­ 
tured. 


Mesenger Sullivan had occasion to leave 
the car for a few moments and upon re­ 
turning found the doro burst open and 
the safe gone. 
The safo is said to have 
contained $80,000. 
Officers arc In search 
of the robcrs. 


A t the office of the W elsl-Fargo com­ 
pany little information regarding the rob­ 
bery was obtained. 
It was admitted the 
safo was taken during the iibsence of 
the m essenger, but the report of the 
amount taken was $»),000 w as denied. The 
statem ent w as made the contents of the 
safe arc of little value. 


SEWICR WORK BLOCKED. 


Ccntralia, HI.. Jan. 21.—Although 
the 
city council has divided Ccntralia mto 
sewer districts and begun the: establish­ 
ment of a sewerage system on an exten­ 
sive scale, the contract for the work being 
let, the contractors did not start .work to 
day because a peculiar condition confronts 
the city. 
Ccntralia lies in two counties 
and it is probable that the whole sewer­ 
age m atter w ill have to be 
gone 
over 
again, necessitating a delay of six w eeks 
or more. 


Judge Wood, of Chicago, says the law 
does not make the sam e provision for 
sew erage as.sessment where the m unici­ 
pality lies in two counties as it does in 
regard to school m atters and separate 
proceedings will have to be taken In Clin­ 
ton and Marlon counties in order to pro­ 
ceed w ith the sewerage assessm ent, as 
capitalists fear to purchase tlie bonds un­ 
less that is done.

MAKË8 KFFOBT TO SETTLE 
COIÎTUOVEBSY 


lAtPOllTAXT ENTEKPRISl’S. 


Some inatters before the city coun­ 
cil deserve more than pas.sing- men­ 
tion. 
The report of 6 . W. Seott, 
water superintendent, shows that that 
department has been carefully liand- 
led' carefully and collections watched 
zealously and the sum seeurcd sub\ 
staiitially increased, reflecting cre­ 
dit on the gentleman named. 


The council is acting wisely in 
making a beginning in the matter 
of rebuilding sidewalks out of re­ 
pair and above all in shutting down 
on board walks, which are a prolific 
source of trouble and expense. By 
far the most important matter that 
has been brought up for years is the 
trunw sewer. For this the Journal 
has pleaded in sea.son and out of sea­ 
son for a long time. The city is ex­ 
tremely fortunate in having first a 
board of public improvement which 
has taken the trouble to investigate 
this question in the manner in which 
they w'ent at it. Aid. Tickuor. Ken­ 
n e d and Johnson deserve praise. .Es­ 
pecially is the city is to be congratu­ 
lated on having a civil engineer so 
capable as Mr. Brown in such Avork. 
The report he made was the result 
of a vast amount of labor. 
The 
manner in which he has undertaken 
his task shows gregt wisdoni^|and re­ 
markable capacity for such eiiierpris- 
es. He has watched the rainfall and 
its effect on the brook ditch and care­ 
fully estimated the capacity of tho 
sewer necessary to do the work which 
would-be required of this one. He 
has gone to the place of outlet and 
carefully calculated the backing up 
of the creek to be expected in time 
of lugh )^'ater. He lias capably esti­ 
mated the cost, and investigated the 
best plans for doing: the work and 
he w'ill be able to superintend it and 
see that it is doiio properly'. 
The 
legislature wiselyjpnacted a lnw en­ 
abling such w^ork .t^o bo done l)y or­ 
der of the council without farther 
ceremon.v and all ands- south of State 
street and west of the creek, together 
with a considerable jwrtiou north 
of State street as far as' Court will 
be subject to taxation to pay for the 
sewer and by extending tlie bonds 
over a period of twenty years: the 
burden will be comparatively light.

Sends Circular Note to Powerg— 
Chances of Peace Considered 
More Favorable—O ther News 
of Situation in the F a r East. 


Pari.s. Jan 21.—It has been learned in 
official quarters tne international peace 
commis.sion, having it headquarters at 
Berne, which is an adjuniit of The Hague 
arbitration tribunal, has sent a circular 
note to the powers asking for aadoptlon 
of means to secure settlem ent of the Rus­ 
so-Japanese controver«ty. It is understood 
the note has received serious attention 
from some governm ents, including that 
at W ashington, which has taken steps 
to learn the attiude of foreign govern­ 
ments toward tho proposition. 
It is ex­ 
pected France will not act upon the note, 
as Foreign Minister D eclasse has already 
taken what is .considered to be more ef­ 
fective m eans of exerting Influeviee upon 
Russia. 


London, Ja«i. 21.—The We.stminster Ga­ 
zette this afternoon voices official and 
general opinion on the far eastern crisis, 
saying: 
"We believe chance.s of peace 
are at this moment more favorable than 
they have been for some weeks past.” 


Seoul, Jan. 21—The city is quiet at pres­ 
ent. 
Seven out of ten m inisters of the 
Corean cabinet have resigned and four 
new ones have been appointed. 
Tliey 
arc all neutral a.s regards revival of the 
progressive Independence 
clause 
which 
tho governm ent opposes. 
A serious in­ 
surrection is threatened in the southeni 
provinces becauseof official oppression. 


St. Petersburg. Jan. 21.—The foreign of­ 
fice does not offer any indication when 
the Russlaii reply to Japan will be ready. 
Some of the strongest men In^ the empire 
are working to secure a succcssful termi­ 
nation of the difficulty. The Listok says 
it expects the cri.sis to end in an under­ 
standing In the form of a treaty supple­ 
m entary to he Russo-Japanese conven­ 
tion regarding Corea. The papers arc still 
disposed to seek pretexts to attack the 
action of the United Statesfi considerable 
ammunition being wasted on tho alleged 
decision to send the American Asiatic 
s(|uadron to Young-Am -Pho on the Yalu 
river. 
The papers, however, learned to 
day through the sAsociated Press that the 
squadron’s destination is Olonganpo, In 
Subig bay, near Manila. 


A statem ent is publi.shed in London this 
morning (Friday), with an air of author­ 
ity, to the effect tliat the question of 
neutral zone has disappeared from tho 
Russo-Japane.se negotiations. Although it 
is im possible to confirm this statem ent, it 
agrecK with other 
inspired 
statem ents 
that R ussia has acquiesced in Japan’s 
views regarding the integrity of Corea 
and that the only trouble How remaining 
relates to Manchuria. 


Dispatches from St. Petersburg assert 
that R ussia’s reply to the latest Japanese 
note was drawn up at a m inisterial coun­ 
cil hch’. yesterday (Thursday), at which 
the cr.nr presided. The tenor of this reply 
is cor.rteous but firm, and it was ap­ 
proved without a dissenting voice by the 
ministers. 
Nothing has been given out 
officlall.v concerning this reply, but It is 
understood according to m essages from 
St. 
Petersburg, that Russia m aintains 
that M anchuria m ust remain amenable, 
politically pnd strategically, to Ru.ssian 
influence, concessions made being only of 
a commercial character. 


A .^Moscow’ correspondent of the Times 
says Grand Duke Vladimir, commander- 
in-chief of the St. Petersburg m ilitary di­ 
vision, and Grand Duke Serge, m ilitary 
comander at Moscow, are strotigly sup­ 
porting Viceroy Alexieff and that the czar, 
although anxiou.s to avoid w’ar. Is now 
wavcrinsr. 


The Mail’s correspondent at Che Foo 
cables he is able to confirm the report 
that Viceroy A lexieff has dism issed m any 
officials at Port Arthur upon, discover^', 
that instead of having on hand provisions' 
for an arm y of 200,000 men for tw o years, 
as had been supposed, there w ere only 
nnfficlent stores, of an inferior quulity, for 
six months.

A portion of this building is well pre­ 
pared with stairw ays and another portion 
.‘ess prepared is used only for piano prac 
iiee. 
The south end of the south wing, 
third story, is insecure. The stairw ay is 
winding and easily filled with smoke, cut­ 
ting off escape in case of lire. 
A spiral 
escape at the end of this part of the build 
ing would make it safe. In several places 
ladders or portable stairs from windows 
to lower down roofs and from the latter 
to the ground could be easily supplied and 
with great wisdom.

This is on the south side of the stillare

Many people meet there and suit­ 
able fire escapes of some sort are needed 
to make it properly secure. 


MASONIC TEM PLE. 


This is in the third story of the Gal- 
laher block and is reached by a winding 
stairw ay rather blind. 
No convenient 
roofs are at hand except possibly one on 
the west side. Fire escapes on the north 
or east side are about the only means of 
adequate safety. 


OLD MASONIC TEM PLE. 


This, is in the tiroadwell building on 
South Main street. 
It is' reached by a 
winding and difficult stairw ay wholly un­ 
fit for a fire emergency. 
Ladders from 
the front windows to the store awnings 
below would be the least th at could be 
accepted, while suitable fire escapes on 
the west side would-be preferable. 


FIRST WARD SCHOOL BUILDING. 
This is a tw o-story structure with a 
stairw'ay at each end, but either of these 
might be cut off in. case of fire and 
escape to the other through a hall dqpse 
with smoke would be a doubtful m atter. 
Suitable escapes, the spiral preferable, 
at each end, would make it in pretty good 
shape. 


SECOND WARD. 


This is a collection of buildings with 
some stairyvays not easy of access under 
some circumstances. It will require three 
or four escapes to m ake it right. 


TH IR D WARD. 


Same as the first. 


THIRD WARD BRANCH. 


One escape would be needed here and 
would be enough. 


FOURTH WARD. 


There is 'a system of fire escapes here 
and while not as good as the spiral would 
still answ er a very good purpose.

new addition should have attention when 
completed.

W ork of M ilitia Men 


If a bill now before congress is 
passed the members (tf the local mali- 
tia company will receive pay for at­ 
tending the regular drill. 
There is 
a movement on loot b.y which it is 
hoped the national malitia law may 
be amended at the present session of 
congress; so as to provide for the pay 
ment by the government t(> men ia th 
national guard who regularly attend 
ilrills. 


There is no (juestion but that the 
amendment if jnisscd will be a great 
aid to the malitia, says a local mem­ 
ber. 
A C(nnpensalion for each drill 
would ci'rtainly bring the men (Uif 
and would make an attraetion which 
would bring the nK'inbership (d‘ tie- 
companies up to. their limit. It would 
also increase the etl’iciency of the 
men. One reason for the lion-attend- 
ance is lack of interest, and unless 
the government can furnish some 
way of attracting their attention 
and enticing them to drill the malitia 
will never be as efficient as it might 
be. 


Allowing each 
man 
twenty-five 
c(*nts for each drill he attended, and 
taking it for granted that each com­ 
pany w'ould be recruited to its limit 
the amount of money it \vonld take 
to pay the men w'ould not excein] 
$05,000 a year for Illinois, but the-nec 
essai’y absence of a great many would 
bring this amount dow'u to the neigh­ 
borhood of $25,000. 


The bill meets with favor among 
the men. and the ofticei-s, although 
thei’e seems but small chances of get­ 
ting: it through the senate. 
At pres­ 
ent the boys are supposed to attend 
the drills regularly, but for some ex­ 
cuse or other the attendance is apt 
to be rather small. The boys get two 
suits and equipment while at camp at 
Springfield with a dollar a day for 
pay, but they receive nothing for the 
drilb in the local armory.

The means of getting out of this build 
ing are inadequate an d ‘ fire escapes are 
much needed.

PASSAVANT HOSPITAL. 


The west |)art of this building is well 
supplied with safety appliances in a porch 
extending the length of the building. The 
old part needs a stairw ay from the. wes 
side to the porch north of the other part 
IN ST I TFT I ON FOR TH E BLIND 
A j>art of this plant is equipped with 
outside iron stairw ays and the rest with 
the well known spiral escapes. The way 
to one of these was locked, but the doors 
were easily forced open. 
The 
escapes 
work admirably. 
CENTRAL HOSPITAL, FOR INSANE 
On all floors are ample standpipes and 
hose and sj)ecial steam pumps are to be 
put in place soon. 
Doors and doorways 
between the various wards are protected 
with iron which would w ithstand a fire a 
long time. Wooden stairw ays are soon to 
be replaced with metal. In addition spiral 
escapes- are supplied for increased safety 
■The amusement hall of the old building 
needs attention. The only doors open‘in­ 
ward; all the windows are guarded with 
heavy wire screen screwed to the casing 
and under tin* stage the exit is small and 
blind. Several windows should at least be 
so fixed th at they could easily be open 
ed or else cut down to emergency doors. 


P i INI,A P HOUSE. 


All th e boiler jdant, kitchen and laundry 
a r e in the west j>art well nigh d e t a c h e d . 
Ju st below the principal part of the third 
story windows is the roof of a lower build­ 
ing, affording ample lire escape. Several 
others halls should be supplied with fire 
escapes and these Captain Smith said he 
was intending: to ]>ut in place soon and 
remove the laundry entirely from the 
premises. 
The north side is well fixed 
wi t*i a lower roof from the front win­ 
dows. 


TO SI'AI UP. 


At all places visited there was too little 
attention paid to the subject of tire escape 
and danger from conflagration. 
Especi­ 
ally in all the public schools, state insti­ 
tutions. factories, hospitals and places of 
assembly there should be as much lire 
drill as possible. A large fire, net should 
be added to the equipment of the fire de- 
pa rt motil. 


In all case« where there is a doubt the 
benefit JiViould be given 
to increased 
safety. Even iq the opera house it would 
be well to have things j*uf in j>roper shape 
and when practicable to have a fire drill 
and s e e how soon and easily the house 
could be emptied. 
No mention has been 
made of Red Men’s hall in the Benson 
block. South Sandy street. 
At the east 
side is a second stor.v roof, to which fill 
from the hall could easily escape in case 
of fire. 
Oak 1/iwn R etreat, though but 
two 
stories 
high, 
should 
have 
some 
e s e .ip e s at Ihe north and south ends. 
Church doors should open outward. 


The third story of the postofTice build­ 
ing is an unsafe placc and should have a t­ 
tention.

Aid. Johnson ,said the .public im­ 
provement committee had spent some 
time investigating the erection of a 
trunk sewer and asked the city en­ 
gineer to read the report of the in­ 
vestigation made by the committee 
and himself. 


Report to the Mayor and Members of 
the Public Improvement Committee.—Gen­ 
tlemen: Your engineer would report that 
he has made a complete investigation of 
the conditions attending the construction 
of a trunk sewer in the towm brook val­ 
ley and th at a sewer to serve this part 
of the town would necessarily be large 
enough fully to take care of storm s of 
w hat we m ight call the second class, or 
such storm s as are liable to recur a t in­ 
tervals of twenty-five years. 
From the 
d ata obtainable in regard to the slope of 
the area to be drained and the slope 
which can be given to the sewer and to 
rainfall, the sections as shown on prints 
hereto attached would accomplish the end 
desired. It m ust be remembered th a t a t 
stages 
of high 
w ater in M auvaisterre 
creek there is a large section of the brook 
valley which would overflow from back 
w ater from the creek. 
This, of course, 
the sewer will not prevent, but will take 
the w ater off much more rapidly than the 
present channel of the brook does from, 
these portions, but in case the lowlands 
were graded to the height of the sewer 
they would then be free from dam age by 
back w ater. 
The area to be benefitted 
comprises a b o u t. all of the land within 
the city lim its lying south of State street 
and west of M auvaisterre creek and th at 
portion of 
the city east of the public 
square and between State street and B ast 
Court street and running from the eastern 
term inus of Court street in a northeast­ 
erly direction to the right of way of the 
Wabash railroad, thence along the W a­ 
bash railroad to Johnson street and East 
State street on .the south. It is my opin­ 
ion that if the construction could be car­ 
ried to Lincoln avenue, and it would be 
preferable to make the western terminus 
at Lincoln avenue in place of 


way. 
The design« here subm itted cover 
three different style*« of construction as 
shown by the drawings, but the estim ates 
eoVer but two designs, namely,- th at for a 
brick arch with concrete abutm ent and 
concrete invert, designated as Plan A. and 
second that for concrete steel construc­ 
tion in which the structure is built of 
concrete and reinforced with steel ribs 
imbedded 
in 
tin* 
same, designated as 
Plan II. The latter construction would be 
the cheaper, stronger and give the greater 
flow for t h e same area of cross section. 
The estimated cost in either case is about 
t h e same for right of way, excavation, 
general expenses, court costs and engi­ 
neering. but t h e cost of construction is 
widely different. 
It will be necessary to 
obtain a right of way of from forty to 
sixty feet along the whole line of improve- 
ment, which line in general follows the 
direction of t h e present channel of the 
town brook, but deviate« some in order to 
keep the alignment correct, that we may 
have as few curves as possible in the 
construction. 
This right of way I have 
estimated to cost $»J,500 from the creek to 
Diamond street. And if a roadway were 
built along this right of way it could be 
•lone by the city at smalt expense», and 
would 
make 
a 
thoroughfare 
running 
across the town, which at some points is 
badly needed, and would be an advantage 
to the city in case of repairs or cleaning 
of the sewer.

ficial area of all lands benfitted within 
the city limits of the area served, which 
does not iycan th at the benefits are con­ 
fined to the abutting property, but that 
the benefits extend to all property, which 
a t present drains tow’ard this sewer or 
which by the proper construction of la t­ 
eral sewers can be drained to the same. 
This assesm ent may be divided into tw en­ 
ty installm ents, each instalm ent payable 
annually. 
The construction can be let 
as a whole in the same m anner as any 
street ]>avement or other sewer is let. 
The method of procedure would be for 
the council to recommend th at the board 
of local improvements and the public 
improvement committee of the city coun­ 
cil should proceed in the same m anner as 
in other local improvements and submit 
in ordinance for the construction of the 
sewer to the city council.

thus making away with itself Fal­ 
con island was speedily wiped off the 
charts. 


But in 1892 a French man-of-war re­ 
discovered it and duly planted the tri­ 
color flag thereon. At that time Falcon 
Island afforded for the planting of the 
flagstaff a cliff twenty-five feet high at 
the southern end (the bluff mentioned 
above was at the northern end;, and it 
■was covered with a growth of green 
bushes and ferns. But Falcon island 
did not behave any better with its new 
possessors than with England, for in 
April, 1894, it had again done the van­ 
ishing act, only a streak of reef remain­ 
ing. 


About a year later the Tongan gov­ 
ernment took it in hand and went to 
find Falcon island. They did find it 
rwrith a vengeance, for when thej’^ ar- 
llYed they found an island with bold, 
eteep sides, the highest point being 
fifty feet above sea level. It was taken 
possession of in the name of King 
^ o rg e of Tonga and formed part of 
Ills possessions until 18DT. when it 
agaiif disappeared, apparently for good 
th at time, for since then, unlei>s it has 
reappeared quite recently, it has not 
been heard of.—New York Commercial.

They W ill Sell, Coant and Cancel 
TIcicets at St. I^o u în Fair. 


The admission department of the 
world's fair has under^ consideration 
and test several mechanical devices for 
doing i>ortions of its w'ork which, if 
adopted, will be an absolute novelty in 
exposition affairs and will eût down 
the number of employees in a marked 
degree. 


Two machines, one for counting can­ 
celed tickets and the other for chopping 
tickets as they are put into the turn­ 
stiles, are being desigueil on plans and 
suggestions furnished to the inventoi 
by Chief E. Norton White of the ad­ 
missions department. 


Another labor saving machine which 
has been perfected and will in all like­ 
lihood be adopted is a slot device which 
will supply patrons with their tickets 
automatically, thus dispensing with tlie 
services of human ticket seiler.s. 


The ticket counting machine, which 
is now being tested and inqiroved, w’ill 
d o jh e work of a dozen persons iind do 
it thoroughly and accurately. It is es­ 
timated that only four of tliese ma­ 
chines will be required to count all the 
tickets and pusses of the entire division 
of concessions. 


Counting of canceled tickets at ex­ 
positions is an extensive work. At the 
Chicago exposition twenty-five gh'ls 
were c-mployed to do this work. 
The 
average number of tickets counted each 
day was 120,000. 
It is expected that 
the number here w'ill be considerably 
greater than this. 


The counting machines will be able 
to run off the pasteboards a t a w'onder- 
fully rapid rate. Four of the machines 
can handle the entire estimated num­ 
ber as rapidly as they come in, and, do­ 
ing this, will only be kept in operation 
a fractional part pf each day. 


Formerly tickets were chopped or 
canceled by a foot lever attached to 
each turnstile. 
The new chopping de­ 
vice now under consideration is run by 
electricity and cancels the ticket im­ 
mediately upon its passing into the 
turnstile. It is covered with a plate of 
glass, so that each patron can see his 
ticket being canceled, as ho passes into 
the grftunds.—Philadelphia Record.
